Henry Young — Eastham Land Records 1650-1745 


Henry Young was the youngest son of John Young and Abigail (Howland) 
Young. Henry was born in 1672. He was one of eleven children and he had five 
older brothers. There are no marriage or death records for Henry in the Eastham 
records. The Eastham land records indicate he died between 1703 and 1711. Henry 
received only limited land grants typical of most Eastham male residents in the early 
1700’s. 


1703 


Granted to Henry Young, Samuel Doane, Samuel Higgins and Jabez Snow and their 
heirs a parcel of meadow on the Middle Flat of the Town Flats next to the lot of 
Thomas Doane, Constant Freeman and John Knowles. The dimensions indicate the 
parcel was about four acres. Bounds were indicated by stakes.

1201 

Granted to the heirs of Henry Young, deceased, a parcel of land near Rock Harbor 
and on the southerly side of land of Joshua Hopkins. The dimensions are no clear but 
they suggest the parcel was about six acres. Bounds were indicated by marked trees.

1715 

Granted to the heirs of Henry Young, deceased, and Daniel Cole Jr., deceased, about 
six acres on the westerly side of other land of Henry Young, deceased, near the Salt 
Pond or Hole. Bounds were indicated by stones. PDF T195. 


Granted to the heirs of Henry Young, deceased, and Daniel Cole, deceased, a wood 
lot at William Cole’s neck at Little Billingsgate. The dimensions indicate the parcel 
was about seven and one-half acres. Bounds were indicated by marked trees. 
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The Eastham land owned by Henry Young or granted in his name to his heirs 
described in these records amounts to about fourteen acres. By 1745 twenty-one 
more Youngs received Eastham land grants.
